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A NOTED ATLANTA BURGLAR CON. 
VICTLD. 


SOME OF HIS CELEBRATED EXPLOITS. 


The Farmers Savings and Improvement 
Assuciation Case in Court—An Inter- 
esting Divorce Case. 


The most noted negro burglar the -Atlanta 
police have had to contend with since the 
days of Wiley Redding and his gang, was 
sentenced in superior court yesterday to hard 
labor for ten years. 

Taken altogether, he was the most danger- 
ous criminal ever sentenced in Fulton county. 
The story of his life and crimes would sound 
like the yellow-back fiction of early days out 
west, and yet most of his life has been spent, 
and most of his crimes done, within the cor- 
porate hmits of Atlanta. 

The negro is Robert Jeffries. He is a rather 
dark colored man, thirty orjthirty-tvo years of 
age, with noticably regular features. He is 
built like an athlete, and known to be of fero- 
cious courage. His faceisan intelligent one, 
but set and immovable in its expression. 

THE CASE IN COURT. 

The burglary of which Jeffries was con- 
victed yesterday is a fair exponent of his busi- 
ness methods. 

In November last the Brunswick building, 
on Whitehall street, just opposite Trinity 
church, was vacant. It is a three-story brick 
building and completely furnished. It will be 
better remembered, perhaps, as the Sunny 
South seminary building, the property of Dr, 
G. G. Crawford. 

Jeffries went to the building one. morning 
about 10 o’clock and finally managed to unlock 
the basement door. Thisis only seven or eicht 
feet from the sidewalk, and with absolutely 
nothing to obstruct the view of passers by. He 
was noticed at work on the door, and seen to 
enter finally, but no special attention was paid 
to him. 

He went through the house, and by two 
o’clock in the afternoon had completed his 
arrangements. He went first to Wolfe, on 
W hitehail street, and arranged to sell a bureau 
and washstad. Wolfe’s own drayman went to 
the Brunswick building and Jeffries helped 
load the dray. With the money for this furni- 
ture in his pockets, Jeffries hired three dray- 
men. The grates were taken from every room 
in the house and sold to Barwald, the junk 
man on Mitchell street. Another load of furni- 
ture was carried to Jeffries’s house on Simpson 
street. 

It will be remembered that the drays were 
loaded in broad daylight on Whitehall street 
where hundreds of people were passing. It 
seems that one drayman was suspicious, be- 
cause he knew the house was Dr. Crawford’s, 
and couldn’t understand why the handsome 
grates were being Lauled off as scrap-iron. 
Jeffries explained to him that Dr. Crawford 
was going to use heaters and wonldn’t need 
the grates. The explanation suflicead every 
way, and the drarvman went to work. 

A friend of Jeffries happened to come by 
while the drays were being loaded, and Jeffries 
put him to work scouring out rooms on the top 
tloor. 

About three o’clock the suspicion of the po- 
lice was aroused. Jeffries saw them watching, 
and telling the men at work that he was going 
to see Dr. Crawford he walked off without 
paying them a cent. 

The police arrested the draymen and the 
man scrubbing floors on the third story, but 
Jeffries was gone. 

His four hours’ work had netted him about 
fifty dollars. 

Probably five hundred people had witnessed 
the robbery, and half of them, just as proba- 
bly, knew whose house it was and thought it 
was all rather strange. 

A REAL ESTATE DEALER. 

Jeffries sold several houses and lots in At- 
lanta. 

Half a dozen unoccupied houses were. torn 
down under bis direction and the lumber sold. 
This work was usually donein the day time 
and without any effort at concealment, One 
of the houses was a two story frame building 
out on the Boulevard. Most of them, how- 
ever, were small buildings that could be torn 
down and hauled off in three or four hours. 

When the Atlanta police pushed Jeffries too 
closely he would take up his quarters in the 
country near here. He was thoroughly busi- 
ness, and could do about as well in one place 
asin another. A notable transaction of his 
was the gale of a farm near Salt Springs. He 
represented tosome Marietta people that he 
had bought the farm before the boom, but 
thatit was still heavily mortgaged, and he 
would sell cheap. He sold the same farm to 
three or four different people, obtaining a 
small cash payment in each case and making 
a decd to each purchaser. | 

In all his operations he has been peculiarly 
open and daring, and at the same timea 
shrewd trader. 

Resides his thieving operations Jeffries has 
been in innumerable diflicultics in Atianta 
and elsewhere. He has served his time in 
stripes—the last term for shooting a man, 
The credit for makntg his arrest is due to Pa 
trolman E. B. Pelot. 

HE TALKS. 

“Yell, Robert,’’ said Judge Clarke, when 
the verdict was read, “the jury differ with 
you on an important point. They say you are 
ruilty of all these things.’’ 
~ ©T expected it, judge,’’ the negro replied, 
auietly. “If I had been on the jury anda 
nigger was tried like I am, with all these wit- 
nesses against him and his witnesses not here, 
I would find him guilty, too.’’ 

‘‘Kobert,’’ continued the judge, thought- 
fully, ‘‘is this the first time you was ever con- 
victed of burglary?” 

‘Yes, sir.”

The jadge then pronounced the sentence of 
ten years, and Jeffries was double handcuffed 
and carried back to jail.

A distinguished writer has said that “it 
aay not be judicious for the mere business ob- 
server, WhO Cannot Claim to be abie to comprehend 
aly Ling more than the elements of the philosophy 
Of his.ory, to venture to forecast the future: yet, to 
InaDBy pros »erous persons, who now pay little To« 
gard to the blind struggle of vast numbers of work 
ing men and women to improve their condition and 
who think that workmen have norights to be tex 
cur dand no wrongs to be redressed, one may 
tgutly put the question: Haye you not also some 
thing to do in the solution of these problems? Are 
there not signs of danger? May not the’ existing 
iibearablo tension among European nations, bur- 
dened with national debts that can never ve paid 
end with huce and nerous 6tanding arinics, which 
it 18 impossible to disvand, end in revolution, in 
which,many feddal privileges and vested rights may 
gO down forever, but, {in which, also many institn- 
tions Covering mot only rights of propert. in Janda 
but in ail the products, on which existence depends, 
nay fora time be questioned? [f such should be 
the COLES of eyentsin other eo fitries, are we 80 
strony in our popular government that we ourselves 
ay not share some of thesc difficulties and dancers? 
i do not hesitate to affirm that in a wise, practical! 
solution of these questions are involved the consers 
whe omy of the best interesis of society, the peace and 
alety of our institutions and the perpetuity of civil 
liberty in this country. The dreaded conflict may 
Le postponed; the issue may be obscured by the elit- 
ering generalities and stereotyped resolutions of 
purty platforms; if may be evaded by a shuffling, 
temporizing and uncertcin policy; it may be nars 
rowed by partial concessions and patched up -com- 
promiscs#, butas sure as etlect follows -this cause, 
tie sword will be the final and fearful arbiter, with- 
out material and radical changes in the administra- 
tive policy of the government. The universal diss 
content among the !aboring classes; the necessity 
for the formation of iabor organizations througout 
tie country to protect themselves against the com- 
bined rapacity of the money powers; the startling 
proportions of the Jabor strikesin our great com- 
mercial and manufacturing centers are but the sure 
}remonitions of the oncoming hurricane in its irre 
sistilue might. The frequent recurrence of these 
labor agitation’, the increasing demands of Cor po- 
rate greed und the large. political infiuence of perm 
sonal and aggregated cavital, its purchasiug power 
in the open market of votes, the utter and shame- 
less prostitution of the elective franchise in the 
hands of ignorant and corrupt electors; the magni- 
tude of Uiv evils under which the people groan, 
can have but one sure and logical result. Lei 
us not lay to our hearts the fiatterine 
unction, that these evils will. cure themselves. 
The disease is deep seated and organic, They are 
the won-trous barnacles which fastened on our ship 
of state as it rode on the tempest of civil stri’e. They 
are the development of germs, p!anted in the hot- 
bed of revolution. They arethe results of those 
extreue and vicious measures, the paroxysms of 
rassion, which are claimed to have been justified 
y tne necessities of war, The battle for bread is 
fi appcal irom legislative and judicial decrees, from 
all the restraints of the social compact; from the 
written and unwritten constitution to the law of 
force, !o the power of numbers; to the fearful bni 
deetisive logic of artillery. It ‘s the dire alternative 
between starvation and revolution, between vico’l 
and bread; between the cries of the children for 
food and shelter and raiment and tame submi-sion 
to the al consuming, ali devouring greed ofthe 
moner changers; it is the gace of batile throw: 
down at the feet of thea money despotism. Ca'‘l i! 
simple robbery made respectable by revoiution; still 
iL is revoiution and that may mean disintegration, 
lisoiution and death; it may mean licentionsness, 
tie triumph of communism, aggrarianism with all 
its Consequent evils and universal anarchy; i¢ may 
mean @ direct assanit on the honored safecuaras of 
the rightto personal property. Gentlemen, itisa 
living 1 sue, Vitalin al! its parts and pregnant with 
unspeakable peril; itis the «keleten in our closet, 
the siorm in our politicai hicavens; itis the bideons 
spectre which will net down atourhidding. Noth 
ing butiaith in the G dof ovr iat>ers and an hon- 
est piirpose to meet the issue honestiy can cxoreise 
thedemon, The coutts mey dodve it; unmeaning 
Pe@d.e> May biunt it: federal |l- gisiation may che es 
the growing amtayonism by a temporising policy; 
no marching columns may give warning of the 
weneral conilict; bit unless ali history 
is faise and: its philosorhy a dreun, we 
‘tund im the presence of a momenious crisis. 
With a more homegcnous population, familiar, in 
‘ome measure, With the spiritof our iustitutious: 
with inore stringent Jaws on the sulject of uatural- 
ivation aud the right tothe exercise of the elective 
franchise, the conditions of the people might be 
very greatiy simplified. There need be no excuse 
for labor troubles in this country. Weare responsi- 
bie for our elvirouments. They logically result 
from the unwisdom of our federal larietaticn, and 
from vicious provisions ingrafted on our statutes 
during the prevalence of militory authority. We 
sit in solemu debate from year to year, and at the 
dictate oflobbyism cali Gown on our heads the 
righteous vengeance of those who eat their daily 
bread by the sweat of their brows. We court the 
wrath of the toiling millions.and endeavor to p st- 
pone the conflict by traud ani faitery. Our policy 
iS Narrow, greedy, seltish and time seryirg. It besins 
ii: promise and ends in plunder. ‘Ihey a k jor 
tread, and we give them a stone; for fish, anl we 
give tnem a serpent—a serpent that stings while it 
churms, They ask for redress of grievances; for 
even handed justi.e to the laborers, for some pro- 
la@@tion against the axzgressions of the money 
power; foran eqnalization of the burdens oftaxa- 
tion; for some modilication or change in our fiscal 
instrumentalitics, and behold the ‘Apples of 
Sodom and clusters of Gomorrah!" We poison 
while we pretend to heal. iustead of o1!, we pour 
vitriol into the wounds We deceive them anid 
de: e.ve ourgelves. We deceive them by thecry of 
cheap bread, cheap ciotbing and high wages, while 
in vivlation of the rensonable laws of exc!'an: e and 
distribution, we erect an insurmountable barrier to 
fair and just competition. Party leaders and party 
riutforms lift up the voice of lamentation 
over the hard lots of the sons. of toil, 
bewail the direful consequences of mial- 
administration and make lond pretyssions of re- 
form, the concerted sigia!ls fer wholesale robbery. 
It is the Same old story of ‘Pe ve fed and be ye 
clotned.” The tendeucy of modern legislation om 
this country is to permit, if not actually to eneour- 
age,a species of speculation utterly at variance 
with the laws of trade andinimical to broad, con- 
servative, constitutionai government; it is political 
jn its warp and wool; it is a bid for votes. The na- 
tional treasury is invaded, und is nothing more nor 
less than a vast fund for the corruption of the peo 
pe The American budgctis made up of so much 
money anuually appropriated for the purchase of 
vores, The surplus is itself corrupt and «+ orrupts 
everything it touches, Lewislation is seciionai, 
merccenary, factional, and never iooks beyond au 
a, proaching popular election. Jt is utiery hollow, 
nurtrow, mean and corrupt. We lave politica! 
courts which render political decisions for pry. 
Worthless adventurers mount the woo] sack to dis-~ 
pense justice, and the jyd cial ermine becomes tite 
reward for partisan service, to be drasged throuvh 
the mire and filth of politics, Selfishness in tie 
public service is the rule and not the exception. 
Publie office is no longer a public trust, Thousends 
besieze your national capital for the loaves and 
fishes. Every other man hasan ax to grind,iznd if no 
ax then his litte baichet, and ifnoh-tcbet,his bar- 
low knife, The consequence is tatths simeuuc :ubs 
stance of your civil service refurm is to turn the 
rascals out and tura the oiber rescaisin, The hiss 
tory of the world shows that money will either pours 
chase power or power will coutrol money. Capital 
isalways aggressive, Money attracts money; cap- 
Ital unites with capttal; vast, overpowering corpos 
rations grow up, crush out home and foreign com- 
netition, withdraw from circulation the money of 
the country, control at their will the priecsin the 
home market, fix and unfix schedules on 
foreign imports as avarice may dictate, 
inaxe and unmake Ssenates, pell cowu and 
reise Up judges, coriupt the ballot box and must 
either fal by their ewn weight or destroy the gov-~- 
ernment, A writerin one of our periodicals, in 
showing the daneersto which we are exposed, has 
said that when Egypt went down, three per cent of 
her population owned ninetysfive per cent of her 
weaith; the people were starved todeath When 
Babylon went down, two p r ceut of her people 
owned ninety per cent of her wealth; the people 
were starvidto death. When Persia went down, 
one per cent of her population owned all the land. 
Woen Rome went down, eightecn bundred men 
owned all the known world, In iS°otbe capitalisis 
af this eonniry, owned thirty per cent of the na- 
tion’s wealth: in 1°20, thirty-s ven percent; in 1850, 
forty<five per cent: im LAG. fifty. even per cent: in 
i8?t, sixty-five per cent; in 1880, seveniy per ern,

form and sanction of law,

overnbment cau afford to permit the prices of all 
he necessaries of life to be controled by the greed 
Of Speculators, and not by the rreat law of supply 
and demand.

8On Ought to have the legal right, to buy up all the 
corn, Wheat and mcat in the country and hold them 
at nis own figures, Necraiing and engrossing are 
putiishable. nnder the law, and vught tobe, There 
acould be rome limit to human grecd: yet the general 
government permits these most siupendous irauds 
n the clearest rights of the people to be practiced 
every day, without protest or rebuke. The leisia- 
ture winks at it, and the courts are silent. Ii this 
fair domain, the priceless inheritance left us by our 
father’, shaillerer be torn @y dissension and rav~ 
aced by sword and fire. the fatal torch will be 
lighted gt the very seat of the government, amid 
the magnificent scenes of our own capital, and by 
ourown chosen representatives.

and hatred to the people, Social distinction, the 
prejudice of caste, the infinence of aggregated capi- 
tal, are,in the very nature of things, inseparable 
from popular government. Nor d>)we deny that 
wésith shon!d haveits just weight in shaping the 
policy ofthe state: butthere isa limit where the 
government shou'd raise hich its bulwarks, and if 
need be, plant its ar‘illerv. There are certain legal 
and political principles, to whichthe dectrine of 
Stare decisisshould universally apply. A faithful 
observance of the plain provisicn: of our constitne 
tion andof the spirtt of our institutions, would 
obviate all the troubie growing out of the relations 
of labor to capital. Equal justice to all, special 
privileves to none, a just recognition of the rights of 
all classes of our fellowscitizens, would add much 
to the common stoe! of happiness and preserve the 
blessings of peace and good government. 
And what exence can be offered for our peculiar 
environmenis? Withevery advantage of soil and 
climate, with inealevlable resources, with a terris 
tory which might be divided into aimost boundless 
empires, every condition is favorable to peace and 
general prosperity. In the restless, overerowded 
populations of European states, wherethe products 
of agriculture, even when stimulated to the highest 
possible degree, wiil barely meet the absolnte neces- 
sities of the people; where the wage earner must 
depend, in a large measure, On imported artic'es for 
home consumption; where feudal tenures have 
survived political convulsions and all 
the complex machinery of entailed 
estates is still in vigorous operation, the 
hilosophy of labor troubles may be easily compre- 
ended, Thev result logically and necessarily from 
political conditions, beyond the corrective power of 
levislation, international jealousies, the strained re- 
lations between many of the leading powers and 
the consequent withdrawal of larze proportions of 
the population from the actiye pursuits of life, to 
carry on ageressive and defensive operations; the 
onerous burdens of taxation, necessary to maintain 
large Stuncing armies; all these are evils against 
which the wisdom of their statesmen cannot pro- 
vide. In their great manufacturing centers, where 
employer and employe alike mist rely on the chars 
acter andamonunt of export trade for profitable r@& 
turns from investment: where lon’s fit for agricul. 
tural purposes are scares aud under the eontrol of 
capitalis's: where rents are hich and labor cheap 
the difficulties are greatly inereased. If we take 
Germany, Anstria, Rossia, Turkey, Greece and 
England it will be found that not more than one 
acre per capita is fit for eultivation; while seventy 
per cent is 'n actual occupancy. the remainder be 
ing mace up of waste land. which the most skillful 
husbandry can never bring into profitable nse. 
With usitis diferent. With a population of little 
more than sixty millions, we have nearly two _ bil- 
lions of aeres of land; so that it is true that “Uncle 
Sam is rich enorgh to give us all a farm,’’ inelnding 
every men, woman and child. We have enouch 
land in this couniryfo supply the world with all 
the necessaries of life for the next thousand vears; 
we havea climate which, in point of healthfuiness, 
is equal, if notsnperior, tothat of any part of the 
world. We heve rivers and vast inland seas stretch- 
ing in all directions, and ecanable of bearing the 
naviesot the earth, We have mountains full of 
gold and silver, of iron and eorper, Webhave huns 
dreds of millionsof serves of forest land where the 
foot of man = bss never trodden; we have thous 
sands of milcs of seacoast, frem which is 
hourly poured into our interior “the wealth that far 
down in ber deep watersshines.”” From our galleys 
and hillseome the golden sheaves, filling stores 
house and barn: our granaries are full and our 
cellars buis ing with new and old wine: we have 
one nundred and fifty thousand miles of railway, 
stretching from sea to sea, a vast net.work ot com< 
inercial arteries, capable of distributing our pros 
ducts, at a nominal cost, to all parts of the country, 
with anetannnualineome of three hundred and 
fifty millions «f dollars; we have all the go’den 
fruits and fracrant flowers of the tropics; we have 
the cattle on ten thousand hills: we have ‘fat 
things full of marrow, wines well refined’: we liave 
10 end oO inventions and improved machinery ; we 
have in all parts of the country manufacturing ins 
dustries, giving employment to our labering classes 
end claiming to be able to compete sucecssfully 
with the manufactorics of Furope ;*we have the raw 
materia’, iu the shape of iron, colton and wool at 
our doors, with water power capable of moving the 
wachinery of the world; we have all the varieties 
of grasses and cereals; we have the ecdar and tie 
pine and all the trees after their kind; we have 
ships bearing our commerce to every part of the 
known world ; we have one country, one flag, one 
lestiny ; we are coniplete masters of the situation 
th sside ofthe broad Atlantic; in a p sition to 
propavate and ex‘end iepublican principles and re- 
publican freedom, and to save every inch of the 
western continent for liberty, regulated by law. In 
a word, we have more than all the world besides. 
And yet, in this land of pienty, at our doors, we find 
absolute want and cestitution ; we find bundreds of 
thousands who live from band to mouth: who hear 
their little ones ery for bread, within sieht of rivers 
of oil aud within hearing of the rustle ofthe bends 
ing harvest. Whyis this, my countrymen, why is 
this? Why is it that, inthis land of abundance, the 
solemn fact is too obvious to escape the moet indif- 
ferent oloserver, that breadisat a premium. How 
little the lordsfof cr ation, couprihend the daily 
struggle of vast multitudes, for tae conmonest com- 
forts of life; who go to their tasks, trom day to day, 
withont jo and without hope; whose scanty boards 
and cheerless hearthstones only give warningof the 
wolfatthe door. “Tothem iiie is a tragedy too 
decp fortears. Each rose is the centerof a wilder- 
ness of thorns, that tear their hauds and stain their 
lives; each joy that comesto them, springs from the 
tomb of some buried hope; each pleasure, the way- 
wurd child of a bitter pain. They gaze in rapture 
at the first faint riftof tight butitecomes from the 
“loomy shadows that make bitter all their years, 
Born in ‘their hearts many aspiendid sony leaps to 
die in wailing cadence, ere the day Le dead!”’ 


“See yon poor, o’erlabored wight 
So ableect mean and vile, 

Who begs a brother of the earth 
Jowive him teave to toil, . 

And see his lordly feilow worm 
Tte poor pei tion spurn, 
Unmindful tho’ a weeping wlfe 
And lelpjess olspriug mourn,” 


The lifeblood of t‘'e nation comes, at last, from 
the soil. And what of allthe shining goldin rour 
hilis, of all the silver in the veins, of the riches in 
your mines; what of all your vast railroad enter- 
prises, of your pr ud slips, of your magnificent 
cities. your palatial homes; w’ at of ail these, if the 
plow stands stillin tthe furrow, and there be no 
verdure in your fields? What of all these, if the 
keen sickle no more glitters amid the bend- 
ing sheaves and the weary toller fors 
gets his. task; if the ring of the 
hammer sfalicease in your worksho's and the 
oun the reapers be heard uo more in your 
M@LUS. 

And what encouragement doesthe general goys 
ernment give to labor? Is notits policy rather a 
mockery of wisdom and justice? The hand of 
Midas has touched everything from Maine to Cali- 
fornia, and from Alaska to the orange groves of 
the land of fiowers, and the American people are 
abject idolators at the shrine ofa Mmmon, The 
A>: criean congress has laid its omn‘potent hand on 
the public domain and hundreds of millions of 
acres, from which kingdoms might bo carved, Ccom-~ 
initted to its keeping as an express trust for the 
peeple, have gc ne to swell the coffers and increase 
the politicai influence of monopolies. On ail we 
eat or wear, on all things in the heavens above, on 
the earth beneathand in the waters under the 
earth, we pay tribute to Cesar, On all the neces- 
saries of life, on all the implements of husbandry, 
on all t*e tools ofthe artisan and mechanic, on the 


thing that comes Into the house; on_ everrthing 
that goes out; on the cradie, in which infancy ts 
rocked and on the coffin, in which weary are, at 
last, Mes shrouded, the tax gatherer lays his heavy 
hand. He is emphatically ubiqtvitous, with -us, 
when we rise, when we walk and wlen we sicep. 
‘How doth the little busy bee - 
jinprove each shining hour, 
And gather honey ali the day 
From every opening flower.’ 
This systematic and Nieealized robbery bes con- 
tinued from vear te vear.uniil the vaults of th 
treasury are actually bursting, while the plunder 
ers ofthe people quarrel over the spoils. Corn 
wheat, iron, bacon, steel, and wool go up or go 


down ai the will of thre Capitalists, 
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of all these Sins of omission and commission on the 
part of the government, we nave the whisky trust, 
which isthe very ebomiration of dcsolaticn: we 
have the irog and the steel trusts, the sugar trust, 


to “make assurance double sure an4 take a bond of 
faie,”” they control your national clections. 

All these things pass unrebuked, under the 
eye of the gencrai government, and on the misera- 

bie plea that any interference would he unconstitn. 
tional notauarm is raised to eleek the plunder 
and oring the piunderers to justice. Everything in 
this couniry is measured by the gold standard. It 
is the-infaiiible test of character aud of fitness for 
Official station. Senators by the score purchase 
their seats: the people know it, and yet the corrup- 
tion goeson. Notortous bribery goes unwhipped 
of justice. So many ounces of gold and weighed 
out for 80 many votes, This thing is not done in a 

corner. Noristhis wholesale bribery confined to 

any political peste No honest nan can long be a 

successful politician, and no politician can long be 
an honest man. He must first make up his mind 

to bribe others and ia turn be bribed himself. The 
great markets where yotes are bought and 
sold by wholesale and retail stand 
open hight and day, and men are. solic 
aud bought like sheep from the shambles. Whol ¢ 
statics and communit-es bow before the power o 1 
mammon; senatesand cabinets are made and un« 
made by it; “it rules the court, the camp, the fie!d.’’ 

Can our institations long survive the strain? Will 

the people forever submit to the exhorbitant de-~ 
mands of organized capital? Oh! for the pure, 

simple hearted, straight igrward, flatfooted honesty 
of the better days of the republic! Oh! for the 

honesty which hatesa bribe in any shape and hates 

the briber wth a perfect hatred! Oh! for that sort 

of political honesty and love of truth which drew 

from the lips of the immortal Clay those noble 
words, which still ring like the trumpetof a God: 

“i'd gather be right than president!’’ Oh! for 
honesty in high p'aces and in low places, in church 

and ia state, in office and out of office; for broad, 

upurchasable honesty, as the true and best test of 
American manhood; for the honesty which spurns 

ali sham end all hypocrisy; which dares to do rftght 

and which would gutter political or personal martyr- 

dom for truth; which rises above sordid selfishness 

and looks to the good of the whole country and of 
all the people!

institutions and save the republic from ihe des- 
potisia of the money power. Left to the dictates of 
their own onbia-ed judgment, unseduced by flats 
tery and undeceiyed by fraud, and the people will 
do rizht, Co rupt this fountain of all power and 
the fuir fabric of ci.il government crumblesinto 
dust, and anarchy lifts its dragon head in this, 

* Land of the free und home of the braye.”’

their government: that their wisdom founded it,

More than acentury anda half ago as 
small a thing as a man’s ear swelled into an 
International episode, and brought ona 
bloody Kuropean war so far-reaching that 
even the infant colony of Georgia became 
Involved in it. 

It seems that in the year 1731 the vessel 
of Captain Robert Jenkins was boarded by 
the Spaniards near Havana. Not finding 
anything contraband or any hidden treasure, 
the Spanish officer cut off Jenkins’s ear 
with his sword. He then tossed the ear 
into Jenkins’s face, saying: ‘‘Carry that 
to your king; would do the same to 
him !’’ 

After that Captain Jenkins gave up busi- 
ness aifd devoted himself to his ear. He 
vrapped the severed organ in a piece of 
cotton and showed it all over Europe. Seven 
years later he told bis story before the house 
of commons, and when asked how he felt 
during tiis ordeal, replied that he had 
‘commended his soul to God, and his cause 
to his country.”’

Jenkins’s ear was the only 
thing talked of in every circle, and the 
pressure was so great that England went to 
War with Spain. 

jut in the course of time Jenkins’s story 
was laughed at. Burke called it ‘‘the fable 
of Jenkins’s ear.’’ Walpole’s biographer 
said that it was ‘‘a ridiculous story.’’ Car- 
Jyle made fun of it. Some said that the ear 
had been Jost in the pillory. Finally it was 
claimed that when Jenkins died it was 
found that he had never lost his ear at all!

They were told thatin that neich- 
borhood could be found coking coal -and 
high-grade ores, including Bessemer ores. 

An expert was sent to this country to in 
vestigate and test the statements that had 
been made to the English capitalists. The 
expert made his investigation and tests, 
and his report was so favorable that those 
who sent him were slow to creditit. With 
the caution that characterizes English cap- 
italists, they sent other experts, and these, 
in their reports, more than confirmed the 
statements of the first expert. 

With these reports as a basis, the Eng- 
lish iron and steel men formed their plans 
and went to work. They bought thousands 
of acres of land and began to cuta tunnel 
threngh the mountains, 3.500 feet long, to 
Open a way of communication for railroads.
